It was decided, therefore, to remove 
the entire school to North St. Paul 
stffeot at the expiration of the time of 
the lease of the Riley Block, the last 
of August. As the capacity of the 
Truant Honso was not sufficient to ac- 
commodate the whole school, son 
ditions and changes became necessary. 

The new addition, which is of
